Twelve Hnndred Families Ren- 
dered Homeless. 

Tragic Death of Mnjor Short and 
Sergt. Wallack 

— — . 

While RudeavorliiKto Check the Progress 
of i lie Flames -Loss by the Flrfi 
About $iii)(i.i)i)(). 

QoEnKC, May 10. -The most disas- 
trous lire that lias visited Quebec for 
several years broke out about midnight 
and lias already destroyed a great part 
of St. Sauvour, partly because there w as 
another lire ill St. Roche at the time 
ami partly because the people of St. 
Sauvour have always refused to pay tile 
I necessary taxes fertile introduction ol 
propel water works. Neither tile 
| volunteer Bremen of the place nor the 
j Quebec City brigade, who were sent to 
i I lo ir assistance, wore able to cope with 
tbo devouring element. The lire spread 
. with'exocptional velocity amongst the 
1 wooden buildings, of which St. Sauvour 
j is principally composed, sweeping out of 
existence nearly all the buildings com- 
; prised between the parish church and 
the extreme western limits of the muni- 
cipality und River St. Charles. Hun- 
I dreds of poverty* stricken families are 
homeless, and are camped oul on the 
outskirts of the town under a drizzling 
rain About t wo o'clock the men of 
"B" battery, under Liculcuunt-Cnl. 
Mnutzambiu't, marched down to aid in 
extinguishing the tire. Alter heroi- 
eallj working ul the blazing honse.s, 
but without avail for some hours, 
they determined to try blowing 
up some ol the buildings in order 
to prevent the lire spreading 
further. After blowing up two or three 
successfully they tried another, but by 
omu mishap the keg of gnu powder ex- 
ploded while Major Short and Sergeant 
Wullui k were still in the building. The 
bystanders were horrified to rind that 
the burning debris had completely cov 
erod the two unfortunates. Kvery pos 
sible effort was made to recover their 
bodies, and Sergeant Wa I luck's all but 
lifeless body was soon extracted, bathed 
in blood, and his right foot torn asunder, 
an. I t he bones ami muscles of his arm 
were laid hare, while almost all the skin 
was torn from his body, which was ter- 
ribly begrimed by the powder, but the 
major's body was covered to such n 
depth by a mass of wood enveloped ill 
Humes, that it was impossible, despite 
the strenuous efforts made by the men, 
t.. recover it. Sergeant Wallaok was a 
universal favorite amongst the men, and 
occupied t he post of riding master to the 
battery. It was truly pitiful to see the 
otliners and men break down when they 

underst I that their beloved major 

was no more. Captain Parley wept like 
a child, and Captains Pages and Ruther- 
ford were almost overwhelmed with 
grief, while the men stood round in 
U'i'oiips with thoir arms folded and tears 
in their eyes, hardly able to comprehend 
v hut had happened. Major Short's body 
was not recovered till nearly 10 o'clock, 
ami then it was more than half crema- 
ted. Mrs. Short is in Kingston. 

NATKIt PARTimi I..VUH. 
As anticipated by my previous des- 
patch, the .lire kept under way until 
reaching the open fields. The whole 
district is now a mass of smouldering 
ruins. The number of homeless fami- 
lies will reach twelve or fifteen hundred, 
and efforts are being made to have then, 
sheltered in the drill shed and other 
public buildings. Many accidents and 
narrow escapes are reported during the 
prevolance of the fire. There are some 
children said to he missing, but it is 
supposed they have only temporarily 
Btrayed away from their guardians. The 
remains of Mnjor Short have since been 



recovered, but in a terribly mangled 
and burnt condition. It was only I • I 
night that the St. Sauveur municipality 
refused the oiler of the city corpora- 
1 lion to supply them with water. Most, 
| if not all, of the insurance company's 
| doing business are interested, and some 
I of them are heavy losers. 
SEVK.N HUNDRED Ufll.DtNdS DESTROYED. 

The terrible lire in St. Sauveur, which 
commenced at 11 o'clock last night, con- 
tinued until about ,'1 this afternoon, 
having spent its fury whim nothing was 
j left to become its prey. Close calcu- 
lators place the number of buildings 
| destroyed at 700, on which (including 
I t heir eontoiits)thoro isprobably §200,01)0 
insurance. The total loss cannot full 
short of §81)0,1)00.

EVKKI.VO SESSION, 

The president in opening the evening 
session, remarked that the present con- 
ference appeared to be a series of disap- 
pointments—referring to the absence'of 
the speakers who were expected to he 
present. Notwithstanding the disap- 
pointments, however, all the meetings 
lied been Very BUCCCSsful. 

II. -v. T. W. Hall, of Chilliwhaok, was 
first called upon to address the meeting, 
In the course of his remarks, tho rev- 
erand gentleman said that while the 
days of monasticism and of hermits was 
past, the days of missionary work were 
not, nor would they ever he. The work 
was no new departure, but old as the 
Christianity in which wo believed. 
Jesus Christ was the greatest and grand- 
est missionary the world has ever seen, 
liver since He gave the great commis- 
sion to His disciples, obedience to His 
command has been the work of the true 
minister i if the Gospel. The character and 
work of the minister ol Christ was then 
dw elt upon, and imitation of "the model 
missionary" advised. Paul, the Apostle, 
furnished the example we need. He was 
a model missionary. Then followed u 
long line of illustrious laborers in the 
Master's work, down to Wesley Coke 
und George McDougall. All the heroes 
of missionary work are not yet gone, 
however. Ontario, Quebec and British 
Columbia to-day possess men with as 
large and true hearts as any that have 
ever lived. After briefly reviewing the 
mission work, the speaker said: "The 
lield is tlie world. What is therein the 
world Unit teaches men immortality, or 
even to know Cod, unless it be Chris- 
tianity and the Gospel? Nothing will 
lift up men ; nothing will elevate either 
bond or free, black or white, unless it 
ho the Gospel. Philosophy may do 
lunch for some men, but the Gospel only 
will reach and benefit all." Rev. Mr. 
Hall closed his address with an eloquent 
appeal for help in carrying on the work | 
of saving souls and bringing the Gospel 
to those in heathen darkness. 

Rev. W. If. Pierce (native) was tho 
next speaker. He said he felt afraid 
when he heard the president announce 
the absence of some of the speakers. If 
reminded him of the three fellows in the 
(lospel who had each an excuse. Here, 
said he, we have the very same thing 
among I be ministers. The Indian, ho 
said, does not know one half the white 
people know about God. Before the 
(lospel was carried to them they wor- 
shipped the sun, moon, stars and moun- 
tains. You have your courts, judges, 
juries, etc., in the settlement of your 
difficulties; hut the Indians settled 
their difficulties with the sculping knife. 
The Indians are better to-day than they 
were two years ago. Don't ask where 
money goes, hut look at the good that 
is being done among the heathen. Ho 
exhorted young people to give 
themselves to missionary work. 

The Indians ure like a people cast 
ui)on a sea, and the gospel ship with 
Jesus for captain and Christian people 
for the crew is their salvation. What 
are you doing! Some people don't like 
the Indian, because he isn't a while 
man, and some because he is ignorant 
and doesn't know Latin and Greek. 
But while he couldn't read Latin ami 
Greek, he could read his title clear to 
the heavenly kingdom. Eighteen years 
ago he worshipped the sun. He prayed; 
"O God, the Sun I Cod, the Moon! 
Lead me in the way of peace ;" but he 
doesn't pray so to-day. If you want to 
kill your church, starve out its mission- 
ary effort. Tho speaker felt interest, 
lie said, in the Chinese mission, and 
urged every Christian to give attention 
to the blessed work of saving souls. 
"Away up on the Skeena," said the 
speaker, "we preach the same Gospel, 
sing t he same hymns, and we fool while 
we sing. We are forming a workers' 
band. Why are you white people hin- 
dered from doing the same thing right 
here?" The formation and work of this 
hand was described, the description be- 
ing full of interest. "The missionary 
work," said he, "is the grandest work 
in the world, and missionary work is 
the only thing that will civilize the In- 
dian. The government spent much 
money in its endeavor to civilize the 
savage, but the cheapest and best way 
is in the grand old gospid. Get the In- 
dian converted from his head to his heart, 
and you will make a man of him." 

The speaker deplored the enforced 
absence of Dr. Carman, lie didn't miss 
him so much, he remarked, for every 
night lie slept in the doctor's bed. He 
ale the doctor's dinner every day, but 
even thai, said he, did not make him 
the doctor. 

The speech w as full of enthusiasm and 
earnestness, ami the speakar was hearti- 
ly applauded on its conclusion. 

Captain John, of Chilliwhuck, was 
then called on, and was interpreted by 
Rev. C. M. Tate. He delivered a very 
interesting and instructive address, de- 
scriptive of his conversion and work for 
the Lord. His speech was ingenious 
und well laid out, and was much appre- 
ciated by the audience. 

Rev. J. Greenwood, of the British 
Wesleyan Conference, was next intro- 
duced, hut excused himself from mak- 
ing any extended remarks. 

The meeting broke up at about !).,'li) 
p.m., with the singing of tho doxology. 

The service of this evening will he of 
a special nature, being a "Reception 
Service." Rev. ( '. Ladner, of Kam- 
loops, and Rov. A. E. Green, of Nlias 
will address the meeting.

Mr. Mara'a Speeeti In the Hohsa of Com- 
mons on the Complicated State 
of the Killing Laws. 



Mr. .Mara - -I wish to cull tbo atten- 
tion of the government for a few min- 
utes to the complicated state of the min- 
ing laws in the railway bell in British 
Columbia. During the past four years 
the mines there have been practically 
locked up on account of the suit be- 
tween the .Provincial government and 
the Dominion goverment, and it is im- 
possible to estimate the injury the pro- 
vince has sustained during that time by- 
reason of the government not being 
able to give titles to mining lands. It is 
true the miner has been able to prospect 
ami work his mines, bu! an individual 
miner or company of miners can do very- 
little in quartz mining without the aid 
of capital, and capitalists will not invest 
when there is any doubt or uncertainty 
as regards title. I may mention one 
case which will show how mining devel- 
opment lias been retarded during tho 
past four years through the legislation 
of both governments. The Selkirk com- 
pany of Hlecillewaet spent two years in 
opening up what are believed to' be rich 
and valuable mines, and had hud out 
about $100,000 when they found they 
would require a further outlay of about 
8200,000 or §300,000 to enable them to 
erect works, build a tramway and 
to develop the mine in such a 
way as to enable them to ship ore. 
Not having the means themselves, they 
endeavored to secure outside capital. 
They succeeded in interesting a firm of 
English capitalists, who. after an ex- 
amination of the mine, agreed ' lloat a 
company in England, to give I i one- 
third paid-up shares, and to rcc them 
the j? 100,000 they hud oxpem ..pro- 
vided they could obtain a titli Vot, 
although the old company recorded 
their claims with both Governments 
and did everything the law required, 
they were not able to satisfy the Eng- 
lish capitalists, who said ' that where 
there was so much uncertainty about 
the title, and where there was a direct 
conflict between the mining laws of the 
Province and the mining regulations of 
the Government, they could not invest, 
ml that valuable mine is to-day at a 
standstill. It is generally supposed 
that the decision of the Privy Council, 
given a short time ago, settled these 
lifliculties, 1 am .sorry to say that is 
not the case. Although settled satisfac- 
torily, so far us the Provincial Govern- 
ment is concerned, it has in another di- 
rection only tended still further to com- 
plicate matters. The Provincial Gov- 
ernment are, of course, satisfied with 
having gained their suit, and having es- 
tablished the claim for which they con- 
tended, the miner also is satisfied because 
he is more favorable to the mining laws 
of the province, believing them 
to be more liberal, and that 
he will have less difficulty in obtaining 
a crown grant from the provincial gov- 
ernment than from the Dominion gov- 
ernment. But the capitalist is not sat- 
isfied because he has now two govern- 
ments to deal with instead of one, and 
two stall's of officials to deal with in- 
stead of one, and two sets of mining 
laws, which, in one essential point, aro 
diametrically opposed to each other. 
The position is this : The provincial has 
control over the precious metals, 
which only include gold and silver; tho 
Dominion has the control over the baser 
metal and surface rights. A miner may 
obtain a license from the provincial 
government and record his claim with 
the provincial government, but the 
Dominion government may say to him : 
Before you cut a single stick of timber 
on that land, you must get our per- 
mission ; before you put a pick into tho 
ground, or erect a building for your 
works, you must get our permission. 
They may go further and say: It is 
true you have acquired the right 
to mine for precious metals; but 
we have control over the baser 
metals; we believe that the. oro on 
which you are now going to work con- 
tains base metals and wo will 
give a license to anyone wishing to mine 
for base metals in that ground. Hence 
you have to apply to the two govern- 
ments — to the one to mine for precious 
metals, and the other to work for base 
metals. In a case ol that kind, who is 
to decide? The law courts will have to 
decide. Of course it may he said that the 
Dominion Government will not inter- 
pret the law harshly, But if you follow- 
up their own regulations, and if the land 
is vacant, any miner may ask that a 
chum be recorded in his favor. Onco 
recorded in bis favor it is alienated to 
him. lie has all the rights of the Do- 
minion Government and can say to the 
miner who obtained Ids rights from the 
provincial government : It you do not 
abandon your right in [favor of mine, I 
will apply to the courts for an injunc- 
tion, or you must buy me oil'. It is well 
known that along the line of railway 
there are large bodies of low grade ore, 
ami if is impossible to determine 
w hether they contain precious or base 
metals. If tho galena carries more sil- 
ver than lead, it, is a precious metal ; if 
it carries more lead than silver, it is a 
base metal. And the Dominion 
government may have jurisdic- 
tion one day and the provincial 
the next. The character of the 
ore frequently changes. One day the 
ore will carry more silver than lead j 
another day njore lead than silver hi 
support of this view that we huv. ;hese 
low-grade ores with the precious etals 
side by side, found in the same e dm, I 
will read a few short extracts from the 
report of Mr. James Brady, mining 
engineer : 

"Field on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, and the western slope of the 
Rocky Mountains, is reported to have 
been shipping argentiferous galena at 
the rate of about 100 tons a week to 
Vancouver in anticipation of the smelt- 
ing works at that place starting ii]). 
The Monarch and other claims in this 
district are in a fair base metal and sil- 
ver be.n iug belt which crosses the rail- 
way, and extends from above Funnel 
.Mountain to Otter Tail Creek." 

Again : 

"J iibilee Mountain and Spellumaoheen 
on the west side of the Columbia River, 
above ( iolden, make a good showing, and 
have considerable quantity on the vari- 
ous dumps, ami will, undoubtedly, be 
in i: condition to ship considerable 
quantities of smelting ores as soon as 
navigat ion opens." 

These sections are partly in the Do. 
million belt and partly out of it. There 
s only an imaginary line dividing them. 
I'he minor will bo unable to tell whether 
he should record with the provincial 
government or the Dominion govern- 
ment, and, if afterwards the mine proves 
to be valuable, and the survey is made, 
it is only then that it can be determined 
which, government will have jurisdic- 
tion over the mines. Then again : 

"McMurdo's camp is a promising dis- 
trict for base metal und .silver ore, and 
can ship by steamer to Golden." 

Here we have the authority of a min- 
ing engineer of high standing, that babe 
and precious metals arc found side by 
side, and as my lion, friend to my left 
(Mr. Colby), an old miner, reminds me, 
even in the same shaft. That reminds 
mo of another point which 1 had almost 
forgotten to mention. The mining lawn

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THE CHARGE OF THE CI1IEI' 
J I' ST ICE. 

When wo wrote the article ou l lie 
libel suiis licit appeared in yes- 
terday's issue we hail not seen 
i lie text of the charge delivered 
by the Cliiof Justice in Tun Colonist 
case. We obtained our information re- 
garding it from reports that appeared in 
the newspapers. When we saw the 
charge itsulf we found that the reports 
were defective in that, they had softened 
down the utterances of the Chief Jus- 
tice, and made them appear to be much 
less offensive than they really were, [i 
is nol for us to find fault with the 

Judge's law, though we believe it to 
be open to criticism, but wo cannot in 
justice to ourselves and to the commun- 
ity in which we live pass over the 
Judge's deliverances as to matters of fact 
and opinion without remark. 

Speaking of the person alluded to in 
the paragraph which constituted the 
libel the Chief Justice said: "The 
plaintiff thought that it was he who wot 
meant, and coin plained immediately t< 
the editor." Again : "And it is not 
disclaimed when sir William Kosti 
comes into town and asks tin 
editor whal ii means." The fait 
is that Sir William Koste never 
personally or by letter complained 
to the editor or asked him what lie 
meant, and there was no evidence before 
the Court that he had done so. We 
were under the impression before wt 
read the charge of the Chief Justice in 
this case thai judges were most careful 
in charging a jury to confine themselves 
to the evidence, and to state nothing at 
fact thai had not been proved bj tin 
oath of one or more witnesses. Hut it 
appear.-, that we were mistaken, anil 
that it is allowable for a judge to draw 
upon his imagination to heighten tin 
effect of his state uts, 

ft is needless for us to direct atten- 
tion io the style of the charge. That 
speaks for itself. We are, however, 
under the impression that if an unfor- 
tunate newspaper editor, while inveigh- 
ing against some one who had ollended 
llllll, lliul used the epithets applied lis 
the Chief Justice of British Columbia ti 
the newspapers of the province, theii 
editors and reporters, he would not havt 
gained the approval of the public foi 
either elegance or moderation. W( 
hardly think that the following sen tet-ci 
will be looked upon by even this coin 
■minify, ol whom the Chief Justice has 
such a low opinion, as a modi . 
ot chaste and perspicuous Kuglish, aim 
we are obliged to say thai tin- ossertioi 
it contains is nut ••the thing that i-,."

•barge is, wo believe, unique among the 
charges of Canadian judges. The Chief 
Justice condemns newspapers for their 
virulence and violence, but wo have yet 
to sec the newspaper article that, as re. 
gards both matter ami manner, occupies 
the same position among newspaper ar- 
ticles that this charge delivered by the 
Chief Justice of British Columbia docs 
among the charges of judges. We regret 
that we have not obtained a verbatim 
report of the address of the plaintiff's 
counsel to tho jury to place by tho side 
of the charge of the ( 'hief J list ice.

'1' he laws 
of Biitisli Columbia permit the miner to 
follow dips, spurs :iinl angles of his lode 
or vein, the Dominion regulations hit 
sist upon the miner adhering to the 
vertical line. Under the provincial law 
the minor may go outside of the vertical 
line, if the lode is found to be a spur or 
unglo of his lode. Any man may have 
a lode or vein which may bo base metal 
when ho takes up his claim under the 
Dominion government, bul ho may sud- 
denly find precious metal, and that lie 
is working the spur or angle of a man 
who has been previously licensed under 
the provincial government, and though 
he has spout money upon it the other 
man can I ike his claim from him. \Ve 
have two governments in these lands, 
two nets of officers administering two 
sets of laws. What 1 think shoulll be 
done is this. The law should bo assim- 
ilated, but perhaps that is not going far 
enough, You may assimilate the laws 
and yet have two sets of officers udniin- 
lslering the same laws, but not think- 
ing alike, and therefore there will con- 
stantly be trouble, us one is dealing for 
the Dominion and the other for the pro- 
vincial government. What we require 
is that the mining laws shall be admin- 
istered l>y the same government, and 
that the hues enacted, while liberal 
to the miner," will afford such 
protection to the capitalist as 
will enable him to feel that he 
has aii assured title, free from any 
doubt, cloud or uncertainty.

I. there- 
fore, think tile law can bo more economi- 
cally administered by the Provincial 
government. Of course the exchange of 
hinds requires negotiation, and we hold 
that no time should bo lost. Mining de- 
velopment has been retarded four years, 
and 1 would press upon tho government 
that, in a matter of such vital import- 
ance to the province, they should ask 
the Provincial government toudmiuister 
the base metal mines.
